The third sectlon, on “African 
Perspectives,” offers an electric 
cholee of articies, Tt begins with a 
well-considcred, though necessarily 
brlef review of the Nigerian civil 
war by Ralph Uweehwe, who has 
been n Nigerlan diplomat. He offers 
a clear summary of the events 
leading to the war, the major 
eventa of the confllct, the nature of 
foreign intervention, and the at- 
tempts by the OAU and others to 
resolve the conflict. The article de-

Individual surveys 


A more “balanced view of the 
possibilities and problems for de- 
velopment and national integration 
ig provided in a country-by-country 
survey of the Individual African 
states. The maln political events, 
as well as physical characteriatics, 
population figures, Gross National 
Product, cmployment, external trade, 
and other indices, are covered. Ac- 
companying each entry is a full- 
page map Indicating orajor re- 
sources. It might have helped to in- 
clude in addition the titles of a few 
books for further reading, since it 
is very difficult to do justice to a 
country’s history, politics, soctal 
structure and so forth In just a 
few pages. The other occasional 
limitation Is that the sub-titles are 
sometimes placed on a page more 
In relation to thelr visual appeal 
than to the subject matter. Thus, 
for example, one of the captions for 
Tunzania, “a genuinely non-aligned 
foreign policy,” leads into a long 
Paragraph on the Zanzibar re- 
gime’s treatments of its minorities 
lustead of the anticipated subject. 

It will undoubtedly be stlmulat- 
ing to view the relative rise or de- 
cine of varlous countries In the 
coming ycars, For 1971 the editors 
Praise the Ivory Coast as one of 
the few countries in the “Third 
World” which has “launched Itself 
on the road to success."

The main preoccupation for most 
of these countries is Internal de 
velopment, despite very consider 
able obstacles, This leads to a more 
Pouttlve attitude than would be pos- 
albla if they were concerned main- 
ly with external expansion. The 
heads of state, however, agreed in 
the OAU Charter in 1963 ° to re 
apect each other's political sover- 
elgnty and territorial integrity. 
Hopefully this constructive spirit 
will also pervade internally, ag in 
the Nigerian cfforts at reconstruc 
tion. ‘According: to “Afrioa 1971" It 
might even be ἃ possibility for 
the Middle Hast since Egypt is 
described as “waiting for peace.” On 
the other hand, the political his- 
torles of atates such ag Algeria, 
Libyan, and Sudan indicate the 
serious prevalling antagonism to- 
ward Israel, 

Development far international 
ond Internal stability is not easy 
to achleve. ‘This becomes evident to 
anyone who tries to examine the 
history and structure of alnwat any 
country portrayed in “Africe 1971." 
The next stage for understanding 
the dynamics of the countries in- 
dividually and thelr relationships 
with each other and outside states 
is to read further in the growing 
body of literature on the develop- 
ment and the international relations

ΝΕ has a pronounced pre- 
dilection for authoritarian 
forms of government, This iy a8 
true today as it was at the time 
ofthe Pharaohs. As the 20th century 
approaches its last quarter, a rough 
count shows that seme two-thirds 
of the world's states have aulhori- 
tarlan regimes of one Kind or an- 
ocher. 

Forms have changed, of course. 
Modern authoritarian states are 
often ruled by parties, more pre- 
cisely, by a single party. To he sure, 
there are o few that have no party 
at all — eg, Ethiopia or Saud 
Arabia, More frequent are the cases 
where several smaller parties are to- 
lerated alongside the ruling party 
— eg., Poland or Mexico, But the 
growth potentlal of such “satellite” 
parties is carefully circumscribed 
and their presence in no way at- 
fects the easential character of the 
polity og a one-party syatem. 

Why the need for a party? Par- 
tles exist to organize competition 
for political power; authoritarian 
regimes are designed to organize a 
monopoly of power. An army, an 
administrative bureaucracy, courts, 
police, functlonal masa organiza- 
tions of varlous descriptions, even 
“representative and deliberative” as- 
semblies — yes. But a party? Can 
it ba said that the existence of a 
single ruling party bolsters the pre- 
tence of political competition In the 
game sense as written constitutions, 
parliaments, trade unions, etc. tan 
be sald to bolster the pretence of 
government of iaw, democratle pro- 
cedures and workers’ rights? Surely 
not. In any event, authoritarian par- 
tles, unlike authoriterian consti- 
tutions, parliaments and trade 
unions, are not, as a rule, mere 
facades or propaganda acreens. 
They are fully fledged instruments 
of power equal, If not superior, in 
importance to any other wielded by 
authoritarian rulers. 

What then is the specific role of 
the non-competing party in the non- 
competitive polity? Put in this ge- 
neral way the question is unan- 
swerable, except at a level of ab- 
stractlon so rarefied as to be hardly 
worth the effort, Aa this collection 


.of essays demonstrates, modern one-

The adjectives “weak” and “strong” 
refer here to the poaltion of the 
party vfs-d-vie other institutions as 
regards the major political func- 
tions of the system, such as poiilti- 
eal recruitment or policy-making, 
for example. The necessary data are 
probably difficult to obtain but ons 
ean agree that the distinction be- 
tween weak and strong is well 
worth having, in politics no less 
than in other fields. The juxtaposi- 
tion of “abortive” and “revolutlon- 
ary,” however, introduces an ob- 
vious asymmetry. If “weak” systema 
ate also “abortive," should not 
“strong” systems ‘be “successful” 
or “stable?” A glance at the chap- 
ter headings provides a clue: out of 
the four chapters in this section 
one deals with the “fallure” ‘(Nazi 
Germany) and another with the “dis- 
integration” (Communiat China) of 
one-party systems, The insertion of

two “strong” and allegedly fragile 
systems with two others which are 
apparently stable as well as 
“strong” (Soviet Russia and Tuni- 
ala), but it hardly adds to the use- 
fulness of the classification as a 
whole.

The individual e 
deserve reading in thelr own right. 
They cannot be sald to be repre.

one-party regimes, nor can the at- 
tempt to fit them into an over 
arching frame be pronounced alto- 
gether successful. But they provide 
INuminating insights into important 


and lamentably as-yet-unexplored 
sectors of the modern political 
arena. 


Immense resilience 


Perhaps the single most useful 
lesson to be learned from this vo- 
lume for all students of politics, in- 
cluding practising politicians, is 
the Immense resilience of what are 
here called “established” one-party 
systems. There Is an innocent nal- 
vete abroad that evil shall perish 
from this earth and with it auth- 
oritarianiam Jn all its incarnattons, 
Kremilnologists and China-watchers 
of the older persuasion, as well a3 
the new breed of scholars who are 
validntly engaged in applying the 
tools of modern social science to ἃ 
Kind of “remote control” Investiga- 
tion of authoritarian systems, ate 
constantly on the look-out for 
“erackg in the monolith.” Doubt- 
less, the cracks can be found if 
you know where to look for them. 
But they are no more than cracks 
and they do not spell the imminent 
collapas of the structure. Modern 
“revolutionary” one-party systems, 
once they have successfully passed 
through the initial stages of trana- 
formation and consolidation, develop 
institutional buttresses of great 
strength and flexibility. They have 
80 far proved eminently capable of 
plugging the cracks, both those 
caused by periodic shocks of war

This was one of the basic ideas 
expounded at ἃ one-day seminar, 
held Jast Wednesday at Kibbutz 
Gilad, under the sponsorship of the 
Glora Josefthal Memorial Tounda- 
tion, More than 150 community 
workers, welfare officials and de- 
velopment town administrators at- 
tended. 


The first speaker, Yisrael Kaysar 
of the Histadrut’s Central Commit- 
tee, suggested some non-economic 
factors contributing to the social 
gap in Tarael: 

“The status of an individual or 
group, and the amount of power 
that Individual or group can wield 
In soclety, create a social gap. 
Another factor {s how mueh 
chance a man has to fulfil his 
ambitions, We cannot say that the 
young people In Schunat Hatikya

Another aspect of the aucial gap 
was discussed by Professor Ralph 
Kramer, ἃ visiting lecturer (0 com-~ 
munity soclal work at the Hebrew 
University. Frofeasor Kramer, 8 
Californian who has been in Israel 
Several times, hag studled commu- 
nity work In Isracl ond attempted 
to bring before the seminar some 


concrete suggestions: 


“Community workers should or- 
ganize thelr neighbourhoods Into 
groups which can take political 
action. Community work cannot be 
neutral. Tt has to have an Ideology 
and It has to create now political 
organizations because ita potentlal 
is limited within existing frame- 


works.” 


Here, he said, community work- 
ers are somewhat limited by tlie 
fact that moat of them are em- 
ployed by either tho Welfare Minis- 
bry or Amidar. He suggested new 
sources — more Independent of the 
“welfare establishment” --- be found 


to sponsor community work.

With these two lectures as back- 
ground, the participants were divid- 
ed into eight small study groups. 
Judging from the summaries given 
after the group discussions, most 
of the groups reached similar con- 
clusions. Among the most frequent- *, 
ly repeated Ideas wag an endorso- δὶ 
ment of 'Profeasor Kramer's call ° ‘ 
for new support for community 
work and the suggestion that com- 
munity workers organize to In- 
crease their effectiveness, 

Perhaps one of the most In- 
teresting comments I heard In the 
course of the day was a nussing 
rewarke made hy one social worker 
participant to another on the way 
to the dining-room at lunchtime: 

“Why don’t we stop talicing about 
what lg good for people in poor 
Neighbourhoods and let them xtart 


talking for themselves?” 

‘Senta Joxefthal — widow of the 
Inte Minister of Labour and sec- 
retary of Kibbutz Glind — raised 
yet another interesting point In her 


remarks, which onded the seminar: 
“Here on the kibbutz, where there 
[5 no ‘economic gap,’ there fa a 
social gap. There gre some mom- 
bers with much influence and pres- 
tlge, And others who have little to 
gay In puuning kibbutz afffatrs..." 

She added that the Icibbutz, lke 
the society at large, dacs not know 
hew to solve the problem, but ta 
aware of It and secking solutiona. 
The Giorn Josefthal Momortlal 
Foundation, founded in 1968, sup- 
ports socia) services in necdy areas. 
Defined as “help in immigrant ah- 
sorption,” this asaistunee is usually 
given to communities whose popu- 
lation includes former immigrants 
who, though here perhaps twenty 
years, are not successfully absorb- 
ed, The Foundation also provides 
scholarships to needy students, funds 
for soclal research and other ser- 
vices.

MOSCOW (Gemini). — 
Russa has been always famous 
fur furs.

Breeding of fur-bearing animals 
in cages Is mainly done In economi- 
eally developed ‘areas, 850. as to 186 
fodder from the wastes of the meat, 
dairy, fash and whaling industries. 

‘Speclatist breeding based on the 
latest fur-production technology has 
intensified. All fur-bearing animals 
have been transferred from cages 
with earth floors to cages with an 
vlevaied net flooring and, quite re- 
cently, luo mechanized sheds arrang-

ali mink is mutation, ‘Goming in pas- 
οἱ, sapphire, pearl, topaz and other 
similar shades, and δῇ per cent is 
standard brown or black. 


Home market 


At one time mosf furs and skins 
were exported. Now two-thirds of 
the entire output goea to the home 
market. Only 1,500,000 mink skins 
out of five million produced were 
exported. 

Extensive mink-brecding research 
is under way. The Ministry of Agri- 
culture's research Institute for 
breeding fur-bearIng ackmals works 
out new methods, plans the deve- 
lopment of fur farms and carries 
out research in the field of genetics 
and selection. Recently another re- 
search Institute of hunting and ani- 
mal breeding was set up ἴῃ Kirov, 
500 miles north of Moscow. 

Fur farm specialsts are trained 
ot the Veterinary Academy, which 
graduates 35 to 40 people every 
year, and at saveral specialized se- 
condary schoola.
